According to the m anager, the num ­ 
ber of visitors to the park did not 
w arrant keeping the merry-go-round 
in the park. 


Rain Prevented Band Concert. 
Sunday afternoon at 1:30 o’clock a 
heavy downpour of rain, that was fol­ 
lowed by showers later in the day, 
prevented the Second Regiment band 
concert at Liberty park announced for 
3 o'clock. 


Ten tank cars, filled with crude oil, 


composing 
apart 
of 
an 
eastbound 
freight train on the M., K. & rI ., w hich 
left Sedalia at 5 o’clock Sunday after­ 
noon, were derailed and thrown into a 
ditch half an hour later at a crossing 
two miles north of Beaman, a station 
six miles northeast of Sedalia. 
Im m ediately after the accident the 
w reckage caught fire, causing two of 
the tanks to explode, which sent a 
column of flam es and 
sm oke 
four 
hundred feet into the air and covered 
an area of one hundred yards. 
Two 
m ore of the tanks throw n into the 
ditch were torn open, causing the oil 
to become ignited and lending fuel to 
the flames. 
The engine and one oil car, which 
did not leave the track, disconnected 
from the wreckage and 
pulled 
into 
Clifton City, where

alarm . Three cars which were thrown 
into the ditch did 
not 
ignite. 
The 
track was torn up for a distance of 
five hundred feet. 
T he wrecking crew left Sedalia about 
7 o’clock, but work of clearing the 
track w as impeded because of the fear 
th a t the other tanks o f oil would ex­ 
plode. 
T he flames from the 
burning

could plainly be seen in Sedalia, and 
one hundred persons, in automobiles 
and other vehicles, visited the scene 
d uring the early part of the night. 
M any also visited

R esidents of the northw estern p art 
of the county stated that the smoke 
from the fire; w as so bad ten miles 
aw ay 
th at 
they were compelled to 
close their windows and doors. 
T he amount of oil carried by the 
train totaled 100,000 
gallons, 
40,000 
gallons of which w ere destroyed, with 
a value loss of more than $10,000.

The good dairy cow is a large eater 
and drinker. 
She has a large stom­ 
ach and must consume large amounts 
of feeds daily to fill the milk pail at 
every milking during the year. 
She 
must eat till she is full and content 
to lie in the stall or pasture and chew’ 
her cud. 
Much rough feed in the form of hay 
and silage must be included in her 
daily ration. Also she must have some 
rich or heavy feeds such as grain or 
meal. 
The total amount of feed she 
should receive daily or at a single feed 
will 
depend 
somewhat 
upon 
the 
amount of milk she is giving, or 
capable of giving. 
While she is giving 
her heaviest flow of milk she should 
have a rather heavy grain or concen­ 
trated ration in addition to the bulky 
matter.

NTES OF COACH, CAB AND CABOOSE 


Matters of Interest Picked Up From 
Various Sources for the Bene* 
fit of the Sedalia Demo­ 
crat Readers.

The Denver Union Terminal Rail- 
wa company has practically finished 
the work of rebuilding 
the 
Union 
station at Denver, Colo., at a cost of 
more than $1,000,000, says a Denver 
dispatch of June 25th. 
The wings of 
the 
new 
structure 
were carried over from the old sta­ 
tion and are of Lyons .sandstone. The 
central portion is entirely new. 
It is 
of manufactured granite 
or 
terra 
cotta with granite duct facing, and 
the new station compares favorably 
with structures of the kind 
in other 
largo centers of population. 
The main central portion 
of 
the 
building is entirely 
completed 
and 
contains the main waiting-room, ticket 
offices, retiring 
rooms, 
and 
other 
facilities. 
The wings of the building 
contain rooms for the handling of ex­ 
press and mail 
traffic, 
dining-room, 
waiting-rooms of 
immigrant 
traffic, 
and the baggage room. 
There are eight passenger tracks 
for handling incoming and outgoing 
trains, and one open through running 
track at the outer edge of the station 
vard. 
The tracks are separated by 
concrete platforms. 
The tracks run 
parallel with 
the 
station 
building 
and are crossed by subways, one at 
each end of the building for baggage, 
express and mail, and one centrally 
located for passengers. 
Exit passen­ 
gers go down through the subway and 
out over ramps, thus doing away with 
stair climbing. 
Viaducts at each end 
of the depot carry street traffic over 
the tracks. 
Interlocking plants are to be in­ 
stalled at each end of the station yard 
which will govern the in and out move­ 
ments of all trains using the station. 
Tho Burlington and Union Pacific, 
with its tenant, tile Rock Island, enter 
from the e a st; and the Rio Grande, 
and the Colorado & Southern, with its 
tenant, the Atchison, enter from tho 
south and west. 
The ownership is 
divided equally among six trunk linos, 
namely, the Burlington, Denver £- Rio 
Grande, Colorado & Southern, Rook 
Island, Atchison and Union Pacific; 
whereas previously the old company 
was owned by three of the lines, the 
Union Pacific, Denver & Rio Grande 
and Colorado & Southern; the Bur­ 
lington, Rock Island and Atchison be­ 
ing tenants. 
All of the roads enter­ 
ing Denver use this new terminal ex­ 
cept the Denver 
Salt Lake and the 
Denver, Laramie & Northwestern.
